can continue to carry on without a 
marked increase in the number of 
people on the land.. The present 
sparse settlement of the three prairie 
provinces inflicts an unnecessary bur¬ 
den upon the settlers /themselves, as 
it does upon the entire country. The 
larger the number of actual farmers 
on the soil, the more potent will their 
voice be in regard to such questions 
as freights, elevating, marketing and 
purchasing. 

A number of far-seeing men have 
brought the Western Canada Coloniza 
tion 'Association into being. The or¬ 
ganization has no share capital. Un¬ 
der its federal charter it can make 
no profits. It is financed by volun¬ 
tary subscriptions from public spirit¬ 
ed citizens who have the progress and 
welfare of the country at heart. Its 
Board of Directors is made up of rep¬ 
resentative farmers and leading busi¬ 
ness men. Its purpose is to bring 
under production > the unoccupied 
lands lying close to existing railways 
and held out of ^cultivation in' the 
main by absentee owners.

The great need is a plan under 
whicli the unoccupied lands can be 
brought into the market in a system¬ 
atic manner—a plan including the is¬ 
sue of maps and prize lists holding 
good long enough for negotiations 
with prospective settlers, so that such 
settlers may come in, look over the 
land and close tlqe deals before the 
price is jumped in them. We fqgl 
that the efforts of individuals or cor¬ 
porations to accomplish this in a 
large way are futile. In our judg¬ 
ment neither of them can compile for 
sale lists of unoccupied lands aggre¬ 
gating an acerage sufficient to justi¬ 
fy the expense, with the permancy 
that will be found effective. If we 
are going to make satisfactory pro¬ 
gress with The settlement of our un¬ 
occupied lands we must put the sale 
of such lands on a definite basis. The 
central agency proposed by us will 
have its advantages for a multitude 
of non-resident land-owners. It will 
offer them an active medium through 
which they may list their holdings. 

Sparse Settlement Costly. 

• We have in mind thg burden which 
the lack of proper direction of settle¬ 
ment has already inflicted on the 
western provinces. Such absence of 
direction has meant sparse settle¬ 
ments and otherwise unnecessary and 
economically unjustifiable • public ex¬ 
penditures on branch railways, roads, 
schools, churches, . telephones, etc. 
Not overlooking seme unfortunate 
areas where settlement should never 
nave been permitted. I feel that it 
will be greatly to the advantage of 
each of the Western Provinces to as¬ 
sume the direction of the new set¬ 
tlers. 

The Legislation Required. 

I seriously believe that the success 
of our efforts to assist in the settle¬ 
ment of the unoccupied land in this 
province largely depends upon our 
being able to co-operate with and 
work through a properly constituted 
and effective Provincial Agency. We 
therefore desire to submit for your 
earnest consideration the following 
legislation as in our judgment the 
situation

NATURAL RESOURCES 

Early in the. Session the debate on 
the Natural Resouroes questiqp was 
introduced by Mr. A. F. Ewing, the 
Leader of the Orthodox Opposition. 
The resolution consisted of the Con¬ 
servative platform adopted in 1905. 
The amendment presented on behalf 
of the government claimed that the 
government was making progress in 
its negotiations, and sought the sup¬ 
port of the House in connection there¬ 
with. The Independent members, in¬ 
cluding the Opposition Left, and most 
of the Cross Benchers urged the 
stand-pat tories and the Government 
to sink their political differences, and 
present a unanimity in demand for 
the Natural Resources, from the Fed¬ 
eral Government. Their cast was 
very ably presented by Mr. Hoadley 
of Okotoks. All parties agreed to a 
committee to arrive at the unanimous 
decision, and when it looked is if Buch 
had been concluded, Mr. Ewing with¬ 
drew from the committee, and de¬ 
manded the vote of the House. The 
Independent members of the Opposi¬ 
tion, and the Cross Benchers mostly 
supported the Government. 


The Provincial responsibilities re¬ 
garding railways, the bonds of which 
the province had guaranteed, has be¬ 
come very heavy. In short, the pres¬ 
ent situation is about as follows: 

The McArthur roads, including the 
A. A G.W. and E.D. A B.C. have de¬ 
faulted in the payment of their bond 
interest, and the Lacombe A Blind- 
man Valley Railway, had likewise done 
so two years ago. The province has 
been compelled to take over these 
roads and undertake financial burden 
in connection with their construction,” 
maintenance and operation. In re- 
spect to the E.D. A B.C. the govern¬ 
ment has succeeded in executing an 
agreement with the C.P.R. whereby 
this company will undertake the oper¬ 
ation of the railway for a period of 
five years, provided that the govern¬ 
ment advance cash to put the road 
in gipod operating condition. The gov¬ 
ernment claims that by the agreement 
the C.P.R. undertakes the operating 
expenses. Some members claim that 
the agreement does not specifically 
provide that the C.P.R. absorb the 
losses in operation, which up to the 
present has been running about $80,- 
000 a month. The dispute still stands,

Lack of density prevented similar ac¬ 
tion in the case of Canadian National 
Railways. The advantage to the 
government-owned lines in this direc¬ 
tion, that may be expected to accrue 
as a result of the thorough consolida¬ 
tion of th§ National System, loom up, 
therefore, as substantial in character. 

The National Railways as constitut¬ 
ed at present—not including the lines 
of the G.T.R. In the east—have a 
freight traffic density of 576,000 tons 
per mile of line.s The management 
succeeded, however, in handling this 
during 1920, in 379 ton trains,, which 
was a larger average than that of the 
C.P.R. prior to 1913, in many ways a 
record year, and one in which the pri¬ 
vately-owned company got its aver¬ 
age load to 381 tons when it enjoyed 
a freight traffic density of 989,000 tons 
per mile of line. This proves, then, 


sisted by Messrs. Tweedie of Calgary 
and Buchanan of Lethbridge, were 
mainly responsible for oompelling the 
Dominion Western Railway to com¬ 
mence construction work this year on 
the road or else have the charter re¬ 
voked.

As to character of traffic, those 
classes of freights in which the pres¬ 
ent National System is deficient, will 
be made up by consolidation with the 
Grand Trunk which serves the manu- 
lacturing sections, and more fully de¬ 
veloped industrial districts not pre¬ 
viously reached by the National lines; 
and the Grand Trunk also provides 
the United States connections which 
are essential from a competitive 
point of view. 

As regards passenger service, the 
Canadian National Railways are now 
at a great disadvantage compar^l 
with the C.P.R. and even when the 
Grand Trunk lines are consolidated 
with those of the Canadian National 
Railways, the consolidated system will 
start quite a bit behind, but the pros¬ 
pects for improving the situation are 
good, as will be pointed -out in an¬ 
other article.

purchasing are common to all those 
engaged in agriculture. To put it in 
another way, this Association propos¬ 
es entering into partnership with the 
Prairie Provinces; it will be identified 
with the actual settlement of farm¬ 
ers on the soil; as a natural conse¬ 
quence- the welfare of agriculture 
throughout the west must necessarily, 
command the support of the organi¬ 
zation. 

The colonization efforts outlined 
above will necessitate some expendi¬ 
ture for land settlement work. In 
view of the fact that the unoccupied 
land owners in your Province are now 
obliged to pay a special tax which 
yields several hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars annually, it Would not appear un¬ 
reasonable that a sufficient amount of 
this tax should be set Vside to assist 
in colonizing such lands. 

The legislation suggested, in our 
judgment, is the least possible which 
will assure a permanent price list of 
the unoccupied lands and a satisfac¬ 
tory agency through which sale can 
be affected. . 

A Great Opportunity. 

The day for big private colonization 
schemes is over. ' Left to himself the 
small colonizer finds ' the effort too 
great, the expense too heavy and the 
returns too uncertain. The area of 
the prairie provinces is so tremend¬ 
ous, and railways and their branch 
line^ are so numerous that a collec¬ 
tive settlement scheme is not practi¬ 
cable if incoming settlers are to be 
located within reasonable distances of 
existing transportation facilities. Any 
successful colonization plan must deal 
with the individual settler.

sary to properly'"look after the new¬ 
comer. In additioh to the outlay in¬ 
volved in establishing and carrying 
on the detail work of the proposed 
Land Settlement Board, the Province 
must also expect to bear the expense 
of getting out maps and price lists 
of its unoccupied land,,as well as lit¬ 
erature to accompany same.
